While the army was discussing its 
latest scandal, former Lieut.

was located in Detroit by a correspond- 


ent for THE TRIBUNE. He made a flat 
denial of all charges made by the men 
in signed statements to Capt. Ed -A. 
Smith, head of the camp intelligence, 
department. 

“T never received a dollar from any 
one to get him a discharge,” he said. 
“TI did not fail to pay my board at the 
company mess, as is “charged.” . 

Dohrer then wrote this formal atafe- 
ment: 


bribes from men in my former detach- 
ment at Camp Grant is without founda- 
tion and untrue. Under the provisions 
of regulations covering the discharge 


of enlisted men, discharges were left to 


the decision, largely of a detachment 
commander, who was authorized to 
recommend.the discharge o. men who 
had exceptional family or industrial 
claims, providing the men’s services 
could be spared without impairing the 
interests of the service. 
Explains Mess Arrangement. 

“ When the company mess was start- 
ed, there was only a small number of 
men in the detachment, and owing to 
the fact that the army ration allowance 
is not sufficient to properly conduct a 
mess for only a few men,-the boys signi- 
fied their willingness to contribute sufli- 
eient funds to pay for extras. At the 
end of each month the deficit was 
made up by contributions from the men 
and from the officers. It is estimated 
that the two officers, myself and Lieut. 
Stern, overpaid what was attually due 
the fund for eating only one meal a 
day. 

“Just what the total amount of my 
donations was I cannot say, but un- 
coubtedly the company’s book [the 
medical supply depot] will show every 
dollar. .These amounts were paid soon 
after the first of every month.

It 
resulted in billing against premises in 
the meantime vacated.and where no 
gas was consumed, or where for some. 
reason the use of gas had been aban- 
doned or materially reduced. 


“A subsequent correct meter reading 
disclosed the fact that some of the 
estimated readings were too high and 
others too low. A meter which meas- 
ures accurately will correct itself, that 
is, the last accurate reading will show 
the total amount of gas ponsumed, 
and in the instances of the estimated 
readings will show whejher they were 
or overestimates. 

“ Effective Aug. 1, 1918, the rate to 
the charged by the company for gas.

Most readers are 
familiar with these properties. How- 
* ever, it happens every now and then 
that some garage owner will try to 
*tonvince the writer that gasoline va- 
*‘pors are lighter than air and there-, 
‘fore, they will rise instead of settle to 
) the floor. Gasoline constantly throws 
‘off an explosive vapor even at extreme- 
‘ly low temperature. Five gallons of 
gasoline will generate 8,000 cubic feet 
of gas which, when ignited, expands 
“4,000 times this space. 
More Dangerous than Dynamite. 
.4 The vapor from gasoline is heavier 
than air. It settles to the floor and 
runs along the floor in an invisible 
stream. This vapor will settle and re- 
tMmain in a depression in the floor, un- 
der the floor or in a tank for days and 
even weeks, unless disturbed by a cir- 
culation of air or unless allowed to es- 
cape through an opening at the lowest 
point.

\the explosion will depend upon the mix- 
*ture of vapor with air. Gasoline vapor 

is in fact more dangerous than dyna- 


jinite, as there is more liability of explo- : 


| 
», Because of the dangerous prcperties 
of gasoline, its storage and handling. 
should receive every consideration. The 
‘storage should be in underground tanks 
‘installed strictly in accordance with 
the municipal and underwriter laws 
and rules. All parts of the equipment 
“should be of approved type and pat- 
‘tern. The pump should be so located 
that it will not be subject to mechan- 
deal injury and should be near an en- 
‘trance or other well ventilated place. 
A Filling Directions. 
-* ‘The filling of cars should be through 
‘a regular gasoline hose permanently 
~attached to the pump. This hose 
ould not exceed ten feet in length. 
e use of pails, buckets or other open 
tainers for filling should never be 
ermitted. 
Open lights or flame of any descrip. 
Yon should be prohibited in garages. 
Forges, emery wheels, blow tofches. 


The me- 
chanical principle involved is the 
familiar one of side sway in mov-. 


ing vehicles. This is present even 
in a Pullman car, but is especially 
pronounced in a motor truck. The 
recorder works only when_ side:

be well ventilated. Artificial lighting 
should be electricity only and all 
switches and blocks should be at least 
four feet above the floor and away 
from the gasoline pump. Portable lights 
shoula equipped with keyless sock- 
ets and substantial steel guards. Only 
packing house cord should ‘be used, as 
ordinary light cord is too flimsy for the 
rough usage. 


Kerosene as Cleanser. 


Careless housekeeping is the cayse 
of many fires. Gasoline, naphtha, or 
benzine should never be used for clean- 
ing parts, as kerosene will answer for 
this purpose. Sawdust should never be 
used as an absorbent for oils, as oil 
| soaked sawdust is extremely suscepti- 
ble to spontaneous combustion. 

Grease, oil, or paint soaked rags, 
waste, or other material of like char- 
acter should be kept in metal cans hav- 
ing self-closing covers, and the contents 
of these cans should be disposed of 
regularly. Oily and greasy overalls or 
other clothing should be kept in well 
ventilated .metal lockers or should be 
hung upon hooks against a brick or 
incombustible wall where air can cir- 
culate freely. . 

No person should be permitted to 
smoke or carry lighted cigars, pipes, 
or cigarets in any portion of a build- 
ing where automobiles are housed. “ No 
smoking” signs should be posted in 
conspicuous places, and this rule should 
rigidly enforced.

The garage Bhould preferably be not 
over one story in height and of fire- 
proof construction, or if not of strictly 
fireproof construction, the floor should 
be of cement and the walls should be 
plain brick; the underside of the roof 
boards, joists, and trusses whould be 
whitewashed or painted with fire re 
tardant paint. 

If two stories in height, building | 
should be of strictly fireproof construc-| 
tion, except the roof, which is permit- 
ted to be of ordinary construction. ' 

A building three stories in height 
should be either of fireproof construc- 
tion’ throughout, incliding roof, or 
the building should be equipped with 
an automatic sprinkler system in- 
stalled in accordance with the Na- 
tional Fire Protection association rules.

The Modern Woodmen, in common 


tions, has experienced an average in- 
crease of about 300 per cent raonthly 
in its death elaims. Although -its 
nomal death claims are about $1,200,000 
each month, the payments authorized 
in November were $2,258,250; in Decem- 
ber, $3,541,700, and in January $3,236,- 
000. As the Modern Woodmen operate 
on the current cost plan, with an aver- 
age monthly income from assessents 
of $1,135,000, it has run behind $4,280,- 
000 during the lastfour months. 

Many of the fraternals have been 
levying special .assessments to meet 
these influenza claims, but instead of 
doing this the Modern Woodmen has 
been selling off the investments of its 
‘surplus accumulated during the last 
twenty years. If, as is expected, the 
increased death rate continues through 
February and March, all the invest- 
ments on hand will be used up, requir- 
ing prompt and radical action. An in- 
crease in rates cannot be avoided, and 
several plans will be submitted to the 
meeting. A flat increase of about 50 
per cent is regarded as the easiest solu- 
tion of the problem. 

The Modern Woodmen has over a 
million members, of whom nearly 200,- 
000 are in lllinois. Its rates have 
been lower than most of the fraternals, 
and the members have resisted pre- 
vious attempts to increase them.
